The  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  and  all  railways  now 
owned  or  operated  by  it,  are,  for  twenty-five  years  from 
June  10,  1897,  exempt  from  the  action  of  this  statute, 
but  said  railways  pay,  under  chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of 
1897,  a  very  similar  tax  to  the  Commonwealth,  which 
tax  is  distributed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  among  the  cities  and  towns  in  which  said  rail¬ 
roads  operate.
